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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
made of record fails to disclose or suggest a method of battery monitoring having at 
least, among other claimed features, acquiring a time measure associated with the 
battery voltage measurement, determining the scaled voltage with respect to the 
predetermined end voltage, determining a scaled time from the scaled voltage in 
accordance with the battery characteristic, obtaining the reserve time from the scaled 
time and communicating the reserve time.
